FOCUS ON COLLARS 


3-MINUTE SEWING LESSON 


Collars are now in focus. The following tips 
will help you make yours not only fashion right, 
but fashion perfect. 


FOR THE PERFECT POINTED COLLAR: 

QO Cut diagonally across corners of interfacing 
while it is still pinned to the pattern. Cut just 
below where seamlines meet (Fig. A). This elim- 
inates unwanted bulk later, makes it neat. 

QO Stitch points of collar twice, at least one 
inch to either side of the corner. This reinforces 
the seam line so you Can trim closely. 

QO Trim corner diagonally as close to the stitch- 
ing line as possible (Fig. B). The less bulk 
remaining, the sharper the point will be. 

QO Don't be timid about pushing a blunted instru- 
ment into the point. Points should be sharp and 
flat, definite, not lumpy and rounded. 

FOR CRISP EDGES ON A CURVED COLLAR: 

QO Don't just trim seams. Grade them. Trim inter- 
facing to stitching line, collar facing to %”, 
collar to ¥e” (Fig. C). This makes a nicely tap- 
ered, flat, smooth edge instead of a lumpy one. 
QO Don’t be afraid to clip 
profusely, right down to
